T illage Troubles. 


Chatting to a Civic Guard in the 
country the other day, I happened to 
remark that a rural policeman’s life must 
have been a particularly happy one last 
summer. “ Not at all,” he replied. ‘‘A 
Guard has something more to do than 
sun bathe or stroll or cycle around the 
wide, open spaces. As a matter of fact, I 
was worried stiff during the summer when 
I was taking the tillage. This is a return 
which is compiled for the Department of 
Agriculture. We had to visit every farm 
in the sub-district and find out how many 
horses, cattle, pigs and ultry each 
farmer possessed. We also had to ascer- 
tain the acreage under grass and the acre- 
age under tillage. Then we had to find 
out the general standard of living of the 
farmers. Fancy asking a tough old rough- 
necked farmer how often he had chicken 
for dinner! All the information collected 
had to be tabulated on the forms sup- 
plied. Such forms they were, too, and 
such queries we had to answer when they 
were returned !’’ 
Guards doing tillage work sighed for a 
spell of town duty. 


A Connoisseur. 


An English friend of mine, who is one 
of the few connoisseurs of wine 1 know 


_ now, has -lately returned from a short 


holiday in France, and he is rather dis- 
appointed at the quality of many of the 
wines that he encountered there. When 
really fine wines were served the prices 
were much higher than he would have paid 
for the same wines in Dublin. in such 
matters, I se luck plays a promi- 
nent part, but he is inclined to attribute 
this failing to the shortness of his visit. 
In previous years in the wine-growing dis- 
tricts he found that a little knowledge of 
the local wine history and tradition, of 
which the Frenchman is inordinately 
proud, always went a long way towards 
the bringing forth of vinous treasures, and 
of securing them for consumption at really 
moderate prices. There is a great free- 
masonry among wine connoisseurs, and a 
knowledge of vintages would have the same 
effect on the owner of a good cellar at 
home. My own experience of the Con- 
finent has been that the idea still exists 
that all foreigners, especially Britishers 
and Americans, are wealthy, and, if a 
lack of wine knowledge is also suspected, 
sophistications are often passed off. This 
is no new policy; for Thomas Hood 
many years ago, wrote of his own ex-

An Academy of Wine. 


While on the subject of wine, I am 
reminded that I have heard nothing more 
about two projects which were discussed 
freely at the beginning of this year: the 
George Saintsbury Club, to be formed in 
honour of the author of “ Notes on a 
Cellar Book,’’ and the foundation of an 
Academy of Wine, by M. Leon Daudet in 
The George Saintsbury Club was 
to meet frequently to discuss the merits 
of rare old wine and its associations with 
literature, and the Academy of M. Daudet 
was to be an organisation where illustrious 
figures in art, medicine and commerce 
would join to make “ the second blood of 
France’’ more beir throughout the 
world, and also to keep alive the associa- 
tions between French literature and wine. 
M. Daudet selected 1932, because it is the 
fifth centenary of Pantagruel, and, there- 
fore, an appropriate time for the founda- 
tion of a society which would have 
delighted the heart cf Rabelais, lover of 
wine, doctor, and mzn of letters that he 
was.

There is always a certain. satisfaction in 
finding one’s opinion endorsed by some- 
body else:.

Foxes in Connemara. 


The people of Connemara wage an un- 
ending war against foxes, and, as there 
are no hunts in that part of Ireland, the 
furry enemy must be shot. The hostile 
atmosphere in which the foxes live seems, 
however, to affect them very little, because 
one actually hears of them remaining in 
the hen-run while the owners are looking 
on. One resident near Cleggan told me 
recently that she and her small daughter 
found a fox in the hen-run on a Sunday 
afternoon, and he took no notice of them. 
He came again on the following Sunday, 
having calculated that on that day few of 
the farm ‘hands would be about. This 
time, however, the master of the house was 
summoned, and the fox was despatched. I 
have often heard le in Connemara say 
that Lough Corrib divides two types of 
country and two kinds of people, and 
those living on the east side know little of 
those on the west. This is also true of 
fox hunting ; for east of Corrib the sound 
of the horn is heard on winter mornings, 
and red coats are seen on horseback as 
they swiftly jump walls and gallop across 
fields in search of the fox.

IRISH ANTIQUITIES. 


ANCIENT ROAD UNDER 
BOG OF ALLEN. 


How turf-cutters early last summer dis- 
covered an ancient road under the Bog of 
Allen was descr: by Dr. R. A. AS 
Macalister in a paper read last night before 
the Royal Society of Antiquaries of Ireland 
at 63 Merrion square, Dublin. 

The road, of whch a sufficient length was 
examined to determine its nature, consisted, 
said Dr. Macalister, of a substructure ot 
oaken beams, set in layers alternating across 
and along the road, and covered with a 
pavement of close-set birch rods about twelve 
feet across. It ran almost due north, and 
possibly joined the Slige Dala, the ancient 
road from Tara to Lough Derg. Part of a 
pavement of trampled{clay was also found, 
possibly the foundation of a house standing 
at the s de of the road. 

In a second paper Dr. Macalister dealt 
with the cairn on Seefinn Mountain, which 
rm:t from 
the Commissioners of Public Works. He 
deseribed it as a fine structure, with a large 
chamber, having five burial recesses, and 
closely resembling the monuments in the 
Lochcrew Hills in County Meath. In the 
course of the investigation it was found that. 
two of the stones ‘bore ornamentat:on, one of 
them having a symbol identical with the 
hand symbols found in stones in Morbihan. 
This, said Dr. Macalister, was the most 
southerly sculptured tumulus yet discovered 
in Ireland.

It is the mausoleum of Lenin, and for two 
hours every afternoon long lines of people 
stand at the sentry-guarded entrance, waiting 
bes eyes on the corpse of their historic 
eader. . 


WHERE LENIN LIES. 


The entrance to this vault leads into a 
chamber of red and green blended marbles, 
whose subdued tones, in conjunction with the 
severe lines of the vault’s structure, produce 
an effect of inéxpressibly solemn beauty. In 
the centre stands a glass coffin, and there—in 
a blaze of light, like some priceless gem in 
a jeweller’s showcase—there ‘ies Lenin ! 

The man who spent nearly a lifetime of 
imprisonment and éxile returned to Russia 
to set up a Communist system, and replaced 
it by the New Economic Policy is dressed 
in military uniform. ‘ His body is withered, 
hut his face, fringed by a sandy beard, is 
full, and has the pink, child-like complexion 
of a waxwork. 

Legends galore have grown up around the 
figure which lies thus in splendour before 
the gaze of worshipping millions. Many of 
the simple peasantry refuse to believe that 
Lenin is actually dead, but say that he lies 
there asleep during the day and that at 
night he emerges and walks among his 
“children ” to see that they are really ful- 
filling his plans. A less romantic theory 
held by many is that the figure is not Lenin's 
corpse, but a waxwork. In connection with 
this, a Russian told me a story, which, in 
Russia, would be considered just a little in- 
discreet. 

Trotsky in his lonely exile (so the story 
runs) one dav entered into conversation with 
a stranger, who said to him: “ I hear that 
Trotsky is dead “” 

“ That,” said Trotsky, “cannot be true, 
becatise if Trotsky were dead, I should not 
be here.” 

Much mystified by this cryptic rejoiner, the 
stranger proceeded to relate anot piece 
of gossip. ‘* Well,” he said, “TI have also 
heard that Stalin is dead."’ 

“ And that also cannot be true,” said 
Trotaky,. ‘‘ because if. Stalin were dead I 
should not be here, either.’’ 

“Well, I can tell you one thing that is 
true,” said the stranger, ‘‘and that is that 
Lenin is not dead, and that the figure which 
lies by the Kremlin is only a waxwork.”’ 

eg No,” said Trotsky, “ that cannot, be trne, 
for, if Lenin were alive he would be here 
with me!” 

Whatever truth there may be in the moral 
of this anecdote, there is no doubt that the 
memory of Lenin is idolised to-day by the 
struggling millions who are ruled by his 
successor, the party boss who has no seat 
in the Government. Lenin’s portrait, usually 
in declamatory attitude with a background of 
red, strikes the eye in half the rooms that 
the tourist enters. What extent this Lenino- 
latory will attain to among a new pagan 
generation forms an interesting speculation. 


A HOTEL EXPERIENCE. 


The Hotel Novo-Moscovskaya, which was 
my home in Moscow, compares favourably in 
appearance with any hotel in Dubiin. There 
were Louis Quinze furnishings in the lounges, 
and the double room which Í shared with one 
of my companions had a bathroom attached. 
That bathroom, however, was a delusion and 
a snare. On the first morning, failing to 
procure even the slightest trickle of water 
there, I had to ransack the hotel before 1 
finally discovered a lumber room on one cf 
the lower floors, and there | washed. It was 
explained to me that, owing to the heat, the 
pressure of water was insufficient to reach 
my room, which was on the seventh floor. 
In the circumstances, I suggested that the 
drain upon the water suppiy might be re- 
lieved somewhat if, instead of compelling 
people to wash in running water, the 
management equipped all the wash basins 
with plugs, sail appear to be absolutely 
unknown in Russia. 

The dining-room. presented me with the 
next shock. The service was atrocious. 1! 
sat patiently for a long time, but, as none 
of the waiters seemed to care to interfere 
with me, I began to brandish my ration 
ticket and bawl: ‘‘ Here, Tovarish!’’ at every 
waiter who came my way. ‘The waiters, who 
like to be thus greeted as ‘‘ Comrade,” smiled 
in a friendly way at this, but made no effort 
to deal with me until at last one of them, 
evidently feeling that I was becoming rather 
a nuisance, took my ration ticket go He 
returned half an hour later and set before me 
two remarkably small Ht two pieces of dry 
bread and some tea. This was my breakfast, 
the time being about half-past eight. 

The second of my three meal tickets for the 
day I parted with at about four or five o'clock 
in the afternoon, and I was given in exchange 
my choice of meat or fish, with a little 
vegetable and the usual supply of dry bread 
and tea. That was my dinner. e only 
substantial meal of the day occurred late at 
night, when my last ticket procured a 
satisfying dish of cabbage or beet 
soup, another meat or fish course, 
and then a sweet, usually consisting 
of an ice or some rather unpalatable fruit 
nixture. I used to think with regret then 
of the fare which I had so despised in 
Leningrad. Incidentally, I noticed that the 
Americans, even now, were doing themselves 
fairly well, but they were paying millionaires’ 
prices. 

Guides in Moscow are plentiful and 
efficient, and the thing to do is to form a 
little group with one’s friends, decide where 
you want to go, and tell the guide to take 
you. There is no truth, however, in the 
statements which are made to every tourist 
before he starts for Russia that he will see 
nothing but what the guides allow him te 
see. He may wander sbout the streets with- 
out interference all the time he is in Russia 
if he so desires; he will have precisely the 
same range of places that he can visit un- 
attended as he would have in any other 
country—if anything, an even greater range—- 
and he can talk, provided that he either 
knows some Russian or else happens to run 
across somebody who speaks another lan- 
guage which he knows, quite freely with the 

The man in the street 
in any Russian city, I might add, has a very 
warm spot in his heart for the capitalist 
tourist, probably being fully appreciative cf

ENCOUNTER WITH THE 
: ARMY. 


The Kremlin, above all, is holy ground, 
which the presence of a camera may, not 
defile. A friend of mine brought off a coup 
by getting a hurried snapshot of the famous 
St. Peter's Bell inside the Kremlin walls, 
thus fulfilling a vow, without being seen by 
| the many soldiers of the Red Army who 
were keeping us under observation, but mis- 


adventure attended my own attempt to take 
some photographs in the Kremlin's environs. 

There is nothing like assuming innocence 
when one has been caught in the act of per- 
petrating a crime, and so when I saw three 
soldirs approaching, bent upon my appre- 
hension, I turned my camera towards them 
and took their photograph. They were in no 
way flattered, however, and two of them led 
me to a kind of guardroom at the gates of 
the Kremlin, while the third. a rather fear- 
some fellow who was not improved by the 
possession of a rifle which he carried with 
the bayonet fixed, brought up the rear. In 
the guardroom one of the men became very 
loquacious into the mouthpiece of a tele- 

hone, the second talked volubly to me in 

ussian, while the third, the man with the 
bayonet, sauntered about outside. My 
wis-a-vig and I carried on an animated con- 
versation,. he employing the Russian tongue 
and I the English, for something like half-an- 
hour, when an officer from the Kremlin 
arrived to see what it was all about. 

For a Russian, the officer had quite a good 
sense of humour, and, after we had argued 
for another twenty minutes, with the curse 
of Babel as a barrier between us he caught 
my eye and we both laughed. Then he did 
what might have been done at the beginning. 
He indicated, by showing me his own, that 
he wanted my passport, he wrote out the 
essentials, copied them and then copied them 
again, tearing leaves for the purpose out of 
a book of printed forms and writing on the 
hacks, and then he signalled to me to remove 
the film from my camera. This I did, he 
politely scribbled me 4 receipt on the back 
vf another of his dwindling stock of forms, 
I pocketed my camera, we saluted one another 
and I offered him a cigarette, which he 
declined, and then I withdrew. Thus ended 
my first, though not my last. encounter, with 
the forces of order in Red Russia. 

Sex relations form an interesting study in 
the Soviets. The first thing that the visitor 
learns is that the Russian people have no sex- 
consciousness. I appreciated this in the 
country districts, when I went to swim in 
the rivers, surrounded by hundreds of people, 
mainly men, but with a sprinkling of women, 
who wore no costumes. It is to be noticed 
less in the cities, but even in Moscow one 
day, after a cloudburst had flooded the street 
with a depth of about 18 inches of water, and 
all the pedestrians had removed their boots and 
socks to wade through the torrent, I beheld 
one man, clad only,in his shirt, dashing along 
the street with his trousers folded under his 
arm. 


MARRIAGE ANP DIVORCE. 


A giri of abort twenty was sitting at a desk 
in the marriage and divorce bureau in 
Moscow when I entered, selling marriage regis- 
trations and divorces at two roubles each. 
Around the walls florid posters, contaming in- 
structions for the married, were displayed for 
the scrutiny of the mixed cliéntele of 
optimists and pessimists while they waited 
their turn. 

The first customer was a man who wanted 
a divorce. He produced a document to show 
that the application had the concurrence of 
his wife, and by virtue of this was entitled, 
after answering the routine questions, to re- 
ceive hig divorce witheut further question. 
Had he not brought proof that the desire 
for divorce was mutual, he would have had to 
show that the marriage had lasted at least 
two months, A satisfactory arrangement has 
also to be made by the parties to the dis- 
soiution for any children that might 
result from the union, and. although there 
are obvious difficulties to be ‘foreseen in 
connection with such a matter as this, the 
Bolshevist* courts, which are more concerned 
with practice than with theories of law, 
make very effective arbitrators. 

_After this summary dissolution of mar- 
riage, which was accomplished in something 
like three minutes, there arrived a young 
couple whose smiles proclaimed their mis- 
sion. The man was a blacksmith, twenty- 
four years of age, and the girl a university 
student, aged twenty-two, and neither had 
been married before. Somebody, out of 
curtosity, asked if they had been co-habiting 
before this, and they replied, without em- 
barrassment, that they had done so for the 
last two months. They were now register- 
ing the marriage, which, according to Soviet 
law, had become a fact by the mere act of 
co-habitation, in order to provide each other 
with a full legal safeguard in regard to 
their joint responsibility when their family 
began to grow. : 

his registration of marriage under the 
Soviet system is a technicality and nothing 
else; for not only are co-habitin people re- 
cognised as being legally married, but they 
have all the obligations of matriage, whether 
they have registered or not. Anybody who 
co-habits with one person and then co-habjts 
with another, without having first obtained a 
divorce from the bureau, is guilty of bigamy, 
and bigamy in Russia is dealt with in the 
same way as in other countries. ‘They are 
also joimtiy responsible for children. One of 
the questions which is asked of all. who go 
to the bureau to register marriages is 
whether he or she has bean told. the physical 
condition of the intended spouse, and woe 
betide any who, in either a registered or an 
unregistered marriage, passes on disease. 
Divorce, too, although so comparatively 
simple, is not so light a matter as it may 
appear, for the Bolsheviks have tightened up 
a number of loopholes, and, in order to pre- 
vent the victimisation of women, they have a 
law by which a man who slides in and out of 
marriage bonds too easily may be prosecuted 
for rape, which carries with it a penalty of 
three years’ imprisonment. 

The opinion of an English 
Correspondent, with several years’ experience 
of life among the Soviets, who talked to me 
about relations there, was that the percentage 
of permanent unions was very much the same 
as in England, and that sex relations in 
general were ‘* quite normal.” 


PEOPLE’S COURTS, 


I said just now that the Bolshevik courts 
are more concerned with practice than with 
theories of law. Particularly is this the case 
in the People’s Courts, where a worker judge, 
ass sted by two “assessors,” who are 
elected by their fellow-workers to their posi- 
tions, try lesser offences, such as simple 
felony, disputes over the parentage of 
children, and the like. These arbiters deal 
with cases strictly on their merits, un- 
hampered by questions of procedure of maxi- 
mum sentences, and the appearance of an 
advocate, I was told, is liable to prejudice 
a litigant’s chances, except in the case of 
foreigners, who might be at a disadvantage 
in pleading their cases. Free legal advice, 
however, is easily obtained: Legal forms 
count for a little more in the higher courts, 
which are presided over by a traingd lawyer 
from the Commissariat of Justice. 

The best joke I encountered in the Soviet 
Union was the Isolator Prison in Moscow, 
which is described by the Bolsheviks as 
being a very ‘‘severe’’ prison; for it accom- 
ms sigh. murderers Wa a root gy sen- 
ence of ten rs’ servitude, the 
way, for murder) and bandits. I was rather 
surprised, on visiting this prison, to be given 
carte Llanche to go where I willed, and ente-

ríormed by the Belfast Phil- 

armonic Society last week, with 
the composer conducting, is in the Dublin 
Philharmonic Society's list of music to be un- 
dertaken during the present season. It has 
been put down íor the fifth concert. and 
Mr. Turner Huggard and the Philharmonic 
chorus will get to work seriously on it after 
Christmas. The choral work is rather more 
elaborate and subtle in ‘‘ Gerontius’’ than 
in anything else undertaken by the Phil- 
harmonic, but, as many of the singers who 
will be taking part have sung music of yet 
more intricate character as members of the 
Culwick Choir, there is no reason why it 
should not be undertaken with confidence 
and sung with honour, Last week’s perform- 
ance was not the first given by the Belfast 
Philharmonic Society to Sir Edward Elgar’s 
famous work; I heard them do it four or 
five years ago under Sir Henry Wood, and 
that was not the first time. 

“ The am of Gerontius’”’ has been in 
the news lately on account of the Dean of 
Peterborough’s refusal to permit a perform- 
ance of it in Peterborough Cathedral. It 
is, however, performed very often in certain 
other cathedrals — those of Worcester, 
Gloucester and Hereford at the Three Choirs 
Festivals. On one early occasion the Dean 
and Chapter of Worcester enforced some 
changes of words, but, I think, did not in- 
sist on these in later years. “ Gerontius ” 
has to be regarded as a work of art; you 
cannot possibly make a Protestant service 
of it. As a work of art its special character 
consists in the fervency of musical expres- 
sion, to which the composer was inspired by 
Cardinal Newman’s poem, and his own fait 
in the doctrines imbuing that work. 

Mr. Vincent O’Brien. who did many en- 
oo ie things when he was in charge of 
the Dublin Oratorio Society, introduced 
‘The Dream of Gerontius ' to Dublin more 
than twenty years ago. The performance 
took place in the Theatre Koyal. Mr. John 
Hay was the tenor, and Wilfred Douthitt the 
baritone soloist. (I wonder what became of 
Douthitt; he disappeared from view just as 
he reached the height of success as a 
vocalist.) The most eminent interpreter of 
the part of Gerontius was the late Gervase 
Elwes, but he hardly could have been greater 
in it than John Coates. In the baritone solo 
music no one could surpass Harold Williams. 
Now that Mr. Coates is out of it, the tenor 
usually chosen for the part is Mr. 
Steuart Wilson, though Mr. Tudor Davies 
also has taken the part. 


SOCIETY OF PLAYERS’ 


ORCHESTRA. 

The Society of Players’ Orchestra, which 
will assist Mr. P. J. Duffy at his vocal recital 
at the Aberdeen Hull to-night, was formed 
two or three years ago under the leadership 
of Mrs Harding. t was-at a time when 
unemployment among musicians was most 
serious on account of the rapid disbandment 
of theatre and cinema bands after the advent 
of sound films, and the introduction of such 
instruments as the Panatrope in place of 
restaurant musicians. Many highly com. 
petent instrumentalists were available, and 
those enrolled in the Society of Players set 
to work to acquire, under the conductorship 
of Mr. Delamere, a repertory of classical 
and light orchestral music. In the present 
conditions for concerts in Dublin the orchestra 
has had no real chance to find an obviously 
right place in the local scheme of things. 
Perhaps, Mr. Duffy, in associating it with 
himself in a recital, has hit on a happy use 
for this type of orchestra. 

Lhe programme of music to be played by 
Horowitz when he comes to Dublin to give 
a pianoforte recital in the ‘ International 
Celebrity Concerts ” series, on November 5, 
has been published, and certainly it is on 
attractive one to pianists. It includes the 
Busoni arrangement of the Bach Toccata in 
C, the Brahms Variations on a Theme of 
Paganini, Liszt’s ‘‘Funerailles,’’ the Bar- 
carolle chief among the Chopin selections, 
a Haydn Sonata, and some pieces by an 
interesting modern French composer, 
Poulenc. With the Danse Russe from 
** Petrouchka’’ as finale, we are here offered 
a great boven: of interest. 

he Royal Dublin Society has announced 
the engagements made for the series of musica] 
recitals, which will open on Monday, Novem. 
ber 7th. For the opening recital the Dublin 
Philharmonic Orchestra again has been en- 
gaged, and the second half of the session, 
after the Christmas recess, will be opened 
by local artists. Of the yisitors, some, like 
Myra Hess, Gaspar Cassad, and the Prague 
Quartet, are well known already to Royal 
Dublin Society members, or have a well-estab- 
lished reputation in the musical world. On 
the other han’, there are some new names. 
The Music Sub-Committee has had good in- 
formation concerning these, and those 
members of the Society who attend the 
musical recitals will look to hearing the new- 
comers in the confidence that something cf 
genuine interest will be provided. 


CHAMBER MUSIC. 

Regret has been expressed by those who 
undertake the arranging of the music series 
that no chamber music combination of Dublin 
artists of the right standing was available. 
It is to be ho that some of our younger 
instrumentalists will take the hint and get 
together with a view to the forming of a 
stable combination. Several other capitals 
have produced quartets or trios which carry 
the names of their places of origin into pro- 
minence in the musical world. We ought to 
be able to look forward to the arising uf a 
chamber music group worthy to he «nuwn 
here and abroad as the Dublin Quartst c" 
the Dublin Trio. 

Individually, artists of the requisite skill are 
available; what is now required is that a 
suitable group should dedicate a definite 
portion of their time during a year at least 
to the development of a thorough mutual 
understanding and the acquiring of an initial 
repertoire. The Royal Dublin Society pro- 
mises one good engagement at least to such 
a group, and by that time the further pros- 
pects probably will be such as to encourage 
the members to go on with ambitions for a 
future in the international sphere, carrying 
the name of their oountry’s capital far and 
wide with honour.

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THE MERVILLE DAIRY 
EXTENDED. 


a & —— 


A completely new concrete building, fitted 
with the most up-to-date pasteurising and 
bottling plant obtainable, has been erected by 
Messrs, Craigie Bros. for their work as milk 
distributors at the Merville Dairy. Finclas. Co.’ 
Dublin, ys viier? 

All the old buildings have been removed 
and a complete transformation has been 
effected, with results which are pleasing to the 
eye and tend towards efficiency. 

As in all modern bottle dairies, there is no 
exposed handling of the milk. Messrs. 
Craigie Bros. themselves have 100 shorthorn 
dairy cows, which give a good return: but 
most of their milk is supplied by selected far- 
mers, from whom it is collected hy the firm’s 
own lorries. 

On iis arrival at. Merville the milk of each 
supplier is emptied into a rough strainer and 
sampled for sediment before being driven up 
to the filter. The results of the test are not 
notified to the suppliers unless they are un- 
satisfactory. In such cases an immediate im. 
provement must be effected, or the supplier 
will lose his market. In this way a high 
degree of cleanliness is assured. " 

After passing through filters the milk is 
driven into a pre-heater, in which the tem. 
perature is automatically regulated. From 
this the milk is conveyed to the pasteuriser, 
where it is brought to a temperature of 145

degrees and held there for half an hour. 

Thence the milk passes into the Burre! 
cabinet cooler, with a capacity of 600 gallons 
per hour. From this point the milk flows into 
a machine which fills and caps 76 bottles of 
milk per minute, or 4,800 per hour. When the 
hottles are filled they are dropped automati- 
cally into crates, which re carried on a con- 
veyor to the chill-room, into which the cold 
air is driven through ducts by electric fans. 

The empty bottles are thoroughly cleaned 
by a succession of operations, beginning with 
their passage through a caustic soda tank, fol- 
lowed by a steam hath. After this they are 
cooled off by copious spraying until they 
emerge at the end of the conveyor ready for 
use again. 

A select butter trade is catered for, and in 
this connection a churn of 600-zallon capa- 
city is used, while special provision is made 
lo meet the increasing demand for buttermilk. 

The firm make their own electric light. and 
the entire plant of non-rusting steel is driven 
by electric power. 

In addition to the dairy plant accommods-. 
tion, provision has been made for commodious 
Offices, and, as the plant and equipment are 
well worth seeing, a special room has been 
provided for visitors. 

The Merville ‘Dairy gives employment to 
150 workers, and, as far as possible, all work 
connected with the concern is done on the 
premises. [his applies to: harness-making,

The bounty for live stock has not produced 
material benefit to the farmer, judging by 
the poor business done at to-day’s fair in 
Wicklow.

Calves fell 
in the vear from 50s. to 3s., and milch cows 
dropped from £23 to £18 10s. Sheep showed 
a sharper fall in the year, for last October 
the mountain ewes brought £1 17s, 6d., 
whereas to-day they. fetched only £1 5s. 

No fat sheep were sold to-day. Fat lambs 
that were 34s. last October were 15s. to 18s. 
to-day. Pigs were not better priced. To- 
day many producers refused to part with fat 
pigs at £2 10s. and £2, as offered, as com- 
pared -with £3 last year.. Bonhams fell from 
18s. to 16s. in spite of the protective tariffs.

He 
had been looking up figures on the matter, 
and had found that in Czechoslovakia’ there 
were one hundred thousand people employed 
in the timber industry there.

Fail club to take this matter up and see what 
land was available for the planting of trees. 
It would give employment during the winter 
months. It would also help to change their 
climate, and it would supply them with a 
great deal of the raw material which they 
were now purchasing from fore.gn countries.

Bacon for Britain. 


The ‘British Government is taking its 
first steps for the relief of local agricul- 


Commission—properly, & ‘Reorganisation 
Commission for Pigs and Pig Products— 
to consider the problem of bacon prices 
and their effect on the British breeding 
industry. The Ccmmission has reported, 
and its recommendations will come Sefore 


T! Pr <ideniy(Beof. T Ryd Brown, BCH, 
rH Nice BS Be | Parliament in a short time. It finds that 


the low level of prices renders the produc- 
tion of pigs unprofitable to the British 
farmér, And suggests a means to raise the 
level. From July 1st, 1932, with Parlia- 
ment’s consent, the total supply of bacon 
and hams from all sources will be limited 
to 10,670,000 hundredweight a year. Of 
this quantity the British breeders will be 
permitted to supply a certain amount: the 
exact percentage will be determined 
initially by the present volume of bacon 
contracts held by curers, and will be in- 
creased as the contracts increase. The re- 
mainder of the total quota will be sup- 
plied by other countries—presumably, im 
accordance with the agreements reached at 
Ottawa. In effect, Britain’s supply of 
bacon and hams from overseas will be re- 
duced substantially ; her domestic supply 
will suffer a small reduction,. and the 
price of bacon and hams will rise until 
the British breeder has some temptation 
to enlarge his output. Special arrange- 
ments will be made to suit Northern Ire- 
land; a marketing organisation will be 
constituted, and a Quota Advisory Com- 
mittee will keep an eye on the mechanical 
aspects of the scheme. 

No parliamentary party is entirely satis- 
fied with the recommendations. . Labour 
and the free trade Liberals protest that 
they will raise the price of a necessary 
commodity—which, of course, 1s precisely 
their object. Many Conservatives refuse 
to believe that the scheme will bring real 
aid to the British farmer; but the facts 
remain that the British breeder will ob- 
tain, for the first time in his life, what 
amounts to a subsidy, and that the intense 
competition of foreign producers for the 
British bacon market will come to a 
gradual end. A more interesting specula- 
tion is how the foreign and Dominion 
quotas will be allotted, and how the 
scheme in general will agree or disagree 
with the results of Ottawa. Britain’s 
total supply of bacon and hams will be 
limited to 10,670,000 hundredweight a 
year. The British farmer at present can 
supply, roughly, 1,500,000 hundredweight 
a year, and Canadian producers were 
given. the right at Ottawa to send up to 
2,500,000 hundredweight. The remain- 
ing six million odd hundredweight 
must be supplied for the first year or two 
of the scheme by the rest of the Empire 
We must. pre- 


substantial preference to the products of 
the Commonwealth. The report does not 
go. into detail. 


In particular, how will the proposals 
affect the Free State? Will she be 


regarded, for quota purposes, as a

Balkan Discontents. 


.Political intrigues in the Balkans have 
been fairly quiet of late; but there is 
reason to believe that behind the compara- 
tive silence of the peninsula ugly 
movements are taking place. During the 
last few weeks there has been much talk 
about Rumania, mainly as a result of the 
popular Press’s morbid interest in the 
domestic infidelities of King Carol. 
There is something far more serious in 
the state of Rumania, however, than the 
family affairs’ of her monarch. Since the 
Bratianu family disappeared from the poli- 
tical stage the country has been 
in a bad way. When the victorious 
Allies were dividing the spoils after the 
War they treated Rumania with reckless 
generosity. They enriched her at her 
neighbours’ and presented 
her with the rich territories of 
Transylvania and its large Magyar 
population. Furthermore, Rumania ac- 
quired substantial gains at the cost of 
Bulgaria, and generally. was rewarded by 
the Allies to an extent that bore no 
relation to her achievements in the War. 
The Rumanians have little talent for 
government. Their former Queen, Marie, 
thought that she would establish her 
country’s position through a series of 
dynastic marriages; but all her efforts 
were fruitless. Again, nothing could 
have been worse for the country than 
the fierce light that has been playinz about 
King Carol’s throne. Confidence in the 
monarchy has been undermined, and, for 
all the good work that has been done 
by M. and his 
collearues, unrest is growing on every side. 
All the comings and goings between 
Bucharest and London may be attributed 
to an attempt by the Rumanian Govern- 
ment to safeguard the King’s position. 
Prince Nicholas, who is living with a 
morganatic wife in Paris, is reported 
to be on his way home to resume his post 
as Inspector-General of the Rumanian 
Army, and everything possible is being 
done to give the appearance of family 
harmony. In the meanwhile, the adminis- 
tration of the: country seems to be 
thoroughly bad. Taxes are high; services 
are poor, and the peasants, who con- 
stitute the bulk of the population, are 
becoming more and more dissatisfied. The 
several minorities have no sympathy with 
the ruling. party, and the economic 
situation in Rumania, as elsewhere in the 


Balkans, is extremely serious. Nobody 
can help the Rumanians. They have been 
given a wonderful chance to establish 
themselves in the Balkans as a civilising 
influence; and, if they have failed, they 
have only themselves to blame.

Distress in Dublin, 


In his cogent appeal yesterday for the 
St. Vincent de Paul Society Mr. 5. T.

Already in 
Dublin the Board of Home Assistance 
spends £4,000 weekly on relief, and the 
demand will be multiplied in the coming 
months.

In the next place, high 
taxation and falling trade have drained, n 
very serious degree, the sources of private 
charity.

Hundreds of citizens, 
who in former years made their regular 
contributions to charity, find themselves 
now on the edge of want, and are being 
forced to the reluctant view that charity 
begins at home. Let us, then, have no 
illusions. Not only will this winter be

The annual gift days and sale of work on 
behalí of the Dublin Seamen’s Institute was 
opened by the Lord Mayor in the Round 
Room of the Mansion House yesterda 
Goods of all kinds were displayed on the 
counters of stalls, prominent lines being 
country produce, cakes, sweets, refreshments, 
household articles, books, tobacco, stationery, 
fancy work and utilities. 

A musical programme was provided in the 
evening by the Cecilian Band, which will be 
in attendance again to-day. ‘Various forms 
of amusements are available to visitors. 

Admiral Craig Waller, as chairman, wel- 
comed the Lord Mayor, and paid a tribute to 
the work of Mr. and Mrs. Leathley as 
on ers of the Mission Home. The sailors 

anded in Dublin after long and stormy 
voyages found in the Home a haven of rest 
— they valued very highly. 
he Lord Mayor (Alderman A. Byrne), in 
aodlorian the sale open, said that he hoped 
the general public, recognising the value of 
the work which those in charge of the 
Institute were doing, would help it forward 
as much as possible. All charitable institu- 
tions nowadays found that liberal subscribers 
were becoming fewer—a fact which was due 
te the necessity forseconomy in the current 
industrial depression. The only way to make 
up for that was to enlist new helpers and add 
to the number of small subscribers. He 
hoped that the victims of the prevailing de- 
pression would soon find relief, not by way 
of temporary charity, but in the form of 
decent employment. 

The unemployed of Dublin and the country, 
he said, did not want charity. If they could 
get work which would enable them to support 
their families in reasonable comfort, that was 
all they wanted; for there was no better nor 
a more hard-working man than the Irish 
workman. (Applause.)

PURCHASE OF SEED BY 
FARMERS. 


According to an official note issued yes- 
terday thé Agriéultural Produce (Cereals) 
Bill introduced by Dr. Ryan, Minister. for 
Agriculture, last week, but not yet cir- 
culated, will .comtain a provision for a 
subsidy to be paid by the Minister to 
each registered wheat-grower on every 
barrel of millable wheat which he sells to 
a licensed floit-miller; a registered ‘dis- 
tiller or a registered wheat dealer. . 

To facilitate farmers who desire to grow 
wheat under this scheme the Minister is 
notifying all seed merchants that if a 
merchant gives a farmer seed-wheat on 
credit, and gets the: farmer to sign an 
nndertaking authorising the Minister to 
pay the merchant for this seed out of the 
sum which may become due to the far- 
is sold, Minister will act on this 
authorisation. 

It is proposed to have portion of the 


price of the seed advanced to the mer- 


chant as soon as possible after the com- 
pletion of the transaction, and in case 
no subsidy becomes payable to any in- 
dividual farmer the merchant himself will 
have to collect, in the usual way, the 
debt incurred by that farmer.

STERLING STILL 
DROPPING. 


DENIAL OF POLITICAL 
ATTACK IN EUROPE,

After Monday’s surprising drop of over 
six cents, there was a further fall’in New 
York of two cents in sterling yesterday. 
A comparatively quiet day opened three 
cents-down at 29%. After recore’ 

3.31, the pound reacted a point, and Closed 
at 4230 1-16, The volume of trading was 
small, | 

There was no evidence of official support 
for sterling. 

Aíter opening in Amsterdam at 8.25 
gulden, sterling fell to the lowest point 
yet of 8.16 guiden, and then recovered to 
8.21, apparently owing to support from 
the Bank of England. At the close of the 
market it appeared that the Bank of Eng- 
land had full control of sterling. 

Increasing British competit‘on on the 
interrationr'. markets, which it will be 
more and more difficult to counteract, 1s 
one of the effects feared by German ex- 
porters, who are watching the decline with 
misgivings, and are also afraid that there 
will be a progressive deflation in British 
currency. It is believed that the main 
pressure is coming from Paris, and that 
political motives in connection with the 
Four-Power Conference are behind it. 

Germany, it is pointed out, is not in a 
position to exercise any influence on tho 
formation of the sterling quotations owing 
to the currency restrictions. 

Tha continued fall of the pound pre- 
occupies, but does not surprise, financial 
quarters in Paris, who expect it will he 
only temporary. 

Sterling remains the principal currency 
left open to the international speculation, 
it is pointed out, and, now that the Bank 
of England has relaxed its control, specu- 
lators have a free rein. 

There is some t-lk of a run on the pound 
in Paris. “There is, however, no evidence 
of this. It is not in France’s interest— 
commercially or pebitically—that the 
— should fall.” International specu- 
ators are doubtless operating in Paris as 
in ‘Amsterdam, and Hot only on French, 
but on German; Polish and other accounts. 

Dutch financiers anticipate that a further 
fall is probable’ unless there is strong 
intervention by the ‘Bank of England. 
There is, however, no question of a Dutch 
attack on sterling. The fall in sterling is 
arousing much anxiety in Amsterdam.

DR. GREGG’S SPEECH 
RELIGION N 
PEOPLE’S AFFAIR. - 


HE ARCHBISHOP OF DUBLIN, 
presiding at the Diocesan Synods of 
Dublin and Glendalough and Kildare, 
meeting conjointly in the Synod Hall, 
Christchurch place, Dublin, yesterday, 
said :—We meet as the yéar draws to its 
close, which marks the fifteenth anniver- 
sary of the coming of. St. Patrick to 
Ireland. It is a year which has brought 
Ireland into notice in various ways. There 
has been the Eucharistic Congress, which 
drew many thousands from widely 
separated lands to our shores. None could 
have failed to recognise the organising 
capacity mig in attracting and 
marshalling e vast crowds’ of 
worshippers; and even though the pro- 
ceedings turned upon a doctrine and use 
of the Holy Sacrament which we do not 
share with the Roman Catholic Church, 
few Christians could but have hoped or 
prayed that these great acts of public 
worship might be blessed to the spiritual 
welfare of Ireland. (Applause. ) 

Upon the political situation in Ireland, 
which has helped to keep our country in 
the public eye, I do not propose to enlarge. 
One who is not a politician has not 
sufficient .information to enable him to 
foresee, or even to keep pace with, each 
new development in the present conflict. 
(Laughter. ) 

When there are acute differences in a 


country upon what constitutes national- 


gain and national loss, as well as upon 
the policy to be pursued to secure the one 
or to avert. the other, the ordinary 
maxims of rade practice are wont to 
lose their flavour, and are readily ex- 
changed for hitherto untried experiments.

ST. PATRICK 
CELEBRATION, 


Another matter which has awakened 
widespread interest has been the Church 
of “Ireland's commemoration of the 
fifteen hundredth year of St. Patrick's 
arrival in Ireland as a missionary. A 
notable gathering took place in June on 
the hallowed hill of Armagh, on which 
Patrick built his church, and our historic 
fellowship with the Church of England was 
demonstrated by the visit of the Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury, the first visit of the 
holder of St. Augustine’s Chair since 
Archbishop Benson s visit in 1896. 

On that occasion there were present with 
the Archbishop of Armagh the Arch- 
bishops of Canterbury, Dublin and Wales, 
together with the Primus of the Scottish 
Episcopal Church. All the Bishops of the 
Church of Ireland attended, as well as 
some English Bishops. 

Since then there have been local observ- 
ances of the event in every diocese, and 
not least in our own. The attendances at 
both the Conference and the Pageant were 
remarkable, and he hoped that very little 
call, if any, would have to be made on the 
guarantors. 

I wish to thank the people of the diocese 
for their magnificent support of these 
efforts. Although many visitors attended 
the conference from a distance, it lay with 
the people of Dublin and the neighbour- 
hood to provide the most substantial part 
of the audiences. This they did with a 
good-will which surprised not the Presi- 
dent of the conference only, but even the 
Publicity Committee. 1 believe that it 
was not loyalty only which brought those 
large numbers, but the knowledge that 
the papers which were being read were of 
a kind well worth listening to. 


WHOLE-HEARTEDLY IRISH. 


The statement in an ordered form of 
the main ‘outlines of the Church of Ire- 
land proved to be of absorbing interest to 
many who knew it only in a fragmentary 
way; and I feel sure that those present 
will derive lasting stimulus from “the 
sense of fellowship with their brethren 
from every part of Ireland which pre- 
vailed, as well as from the teaching which 
was given. (Applause. ) : 

I cannot but hope also that the presen- 
tation of our case will be studied by Irish- 
men outside the Church of Ireland. Our 
Church is a fact established in the life 
of the country, and contributing to that 
life. It is an Irish fact, and it is whole- 
heartedly Irish in its hopes and aspira- 
tions. It asks for no special favours, but 
it does claim that its place in this land 
should be frankly acknowledged. 

Ireland should learn to appraise Irish 
facts with an unsectarian mind. When it 
learns to take this objective view it wil! 
begin to treat the Church of Ireland not

IRISH DEPARTMENT'S 
STATEMENT.

E Executive Committee of the Live- 

stock Traders’ Association of Great 
Britain has been in communiéation with 
the Department of Agriculture of the Irish 
Free State upon the subject of exports of 
cattle from the Free State. The Associa- 
tion asked whether British purchasers in 
the Free State of cattle actually exported 
would be eligible for the subsidy, and 
whether the payment of the subsidy would 
be made within seven days of the date of | 
export of the cattle. 

A letter had been received from the 
Department in Dublin, in which it is 
stated :— 

“ That the owner of cattle at the time 
of exportation—irrespective of nationality 
or place of residence—will be eligible for 
the subsidy due in respect of cattle 
actually exported, and that, whilst all 
claims for subsidies of the kind, whether 
from Free State or British owners, must 
obviously be subjected to careful scrutiny 
and check, having regard to the large sums 
of money involved, it is hoped that in a 
considerable number of cases the subsidy 
can be paid within seven days of the date 
of export of the cattle.” 

The letter adds :—‘‘ The applications for 
bounty will be very numerous, and it is 
only to be expected that in many instances 
incorrect or inadequate particulars may be 
given in the forms required to be filled up 
by applicants. Moreover, the Department 
may, in many instances, also require addi- 
tional evidence as to—for example—value 
of and ownership of cattle. 

- “This work of scrutiny and check 
obviously precludes the Department from 
giving a guarantee that all claims can be 
paid within seven days of the date of 
export of the cattle, but every effort will be 
made to expedite the work as much as 
possible.’’

That, 
it is claimed, and rightly claimed, the 
Conference has sablated, The whole course 
of the Empire-wide discussion has gone 
to establish that claim, and to show that, 
whatever their imperfections, the new 
schedules, the new tariff agreements and 
the new arrangements for ration do 
provide new opportunities for the farmers, 
the manufacturers and the traders-of the 
Empire, and that, properly used, these new 
opportunities will help them to face their 
present difficulties, and will become in- 
creasingly valuable as trade revives and 
population increases. 

Criticism, as was to be expected, has 
come from many quarters. It is remark- 
able that, whereas in this country and in 
Canada the Conference is blamed for not 
doing enough to promote freer trade—even 
by some as setting up new obstacles—in 
Australia and in New Zealand the 
criticism is all the other way. In the two 
great Southern Dominions, the Labour 
Party and some of the manufacturing in- 
terests are opposing the agreements on the 
ground that they make too great a breach 
in the tariff walls under the shelter of 
which the . secondary industries have 
reached their present development, and 
that, moreover, they commit the 
Dominion Governments to a _ drastic 
change in the principles on which their 
tariff policy has hitherto been based. The 
common-sense of the New Zealand Parlia- 
meht has decisively rejected the motion in 
which that criticism was exp : 

It has been argued in the Canadian, as 
in the British, Parliament, adds The 
Times, that these tariff agreements between 
the nations of the British Empire may 
impede the conclusion of more general 
agreements for the restoration of world 
trade.

It must cease to be an evolutionary party 
and become a revolutionary party. The 
Government, when it came into oflice, was 
faced with a very serious financial situa- 
tion. international and nationa: The 
Government had to protect the finances of 
the country, and to restore international 
confidence in their position.

LABOUR LEADER'S CASE. 


Mr. McGovern—They are not prepared 
to support any means test proposed by the 
present Government.

ATTITUDE OF SAMUEL 
LIBERALS. 


Sir Herbert Samuel said that on the 
Liberal benches they were quite clearly 
and definitely of opinion that the means 
test ought not to be abolished. Once that 
was done abuses would be revived, and 
millions of pounds would be required 
immediately. He very much doubted 
whether the Labour Opposition, if they 
became a Government to-morrow, would 
abolish the means test. There were, how- 
ever, anomalies in the present administra- 
tion of the means test which ought to be 
remedied, and especially the persons with 
small savings accumulated by thrift ought 
not to be penalised. There would, how- 
ever, remain the problem of unemploy- 
ment in all its magnitude. The essence of 
the matter was that this small island could 
not maintain its 45 millions of people out 
of its own resources. The question arose 
—what constructive measures could be 
adopted ? 

Proceeding to deal with the state of 
trade, he said that its appalling position 
was mainly due to tariffs, quotas and 
exchange restrictions. He hoped that the 
World Economic Conference would be able 
to find a solution to the problem, but in 
the meantime he would suggest the setting 
free of capital which was now unused 
and making it more accessible than had 
hitherto been the case. All kinds of re- 
munerative State and private enterprises 
should be encouraged rather than dis- 
couraged. 


MR. LLOYD GEORGE’S 
SUGGESTION. 

Mr. Lloyd George said that, with the 
exception of the means test, he supported 
the motion. He thought that the Govern- 
ment had made a mistake in regard to 
unemployment, and he hoped they would 
reconsider the position, because it was too 
serious to be made the subject of party 
He would make to the Govern- 
ment the suggestions he had made over 
and over again, and would continue to 
make so long as he remained in the 
House. They should put on foot schemes 
of a reproductive character, They should 
spend money on the slums, and give people 
brighter houses, healthier surroundings, 
and cheap transit to their work. The 
docks nes “RR reconstructing, the iron and 
steel industry might be improved, the rail- 
ways and the roads should be seen to; 
and then there was land settlement. The 
last item seemed to offer the best oppor- 
tunity for providing productive employ- 
ment. Knowing the gravity of the situa- 
tion, he would plead with the Government 
t» act for themselves and for the thousands 
who trusted them, irrespective of party, 
at the last election, and to behave as 
trustees of a great nation. (Cheers.) 

The debate was concluded by Mr. Green- 
wood for the Labour Party and by Sir 
Thomas Inskip (Attorney-General) on 
behalf of the Government. 

On a division the censure motion was 
rejected by 462 votes to 55.

THE BREAKAWAY OF 
YOUTH. 


PROBLEM OF REGULAR 
PUBLIC WORSHIP. 


A long report is presented by the Com- 
mittee on Youth Activities, the Archbishop 
went on, It deals with a series of questions 
which, in my view, are some of the most 
fundamental and the most serious in connec- 
tion with the life of the Church as an organised 
institution. i 

The Church belongs to people of all ages, 
seeing that it incorporates the children of 
its members in their earliest infancy. ‘There- 
fore, the rights of every baptised Christian 
are equal with those of every other. In 
es however, what do we find? We 
nd the older generation in possession, while 

the younger generation feels that it has not 
secured recognition, so far, at least, as ad- 
m'ssion to elective office in the Synods and 
Councils of the Church goes. 1 do not think 
any claim can justly be made, or is made, 
that youth is excluded from its spiritual 
privileges and rights. 
_ Confirmation is the time when opportunity 
is taken to préss upon young men and women 
that all the treasures of the Church as the 
home of grace on earth are for them. The 
difficulty ig not that youth presses in in 
such numbers that there is no room for it, 
but that in its thoughtlessness youth too 
often fails to see what spiritual riches are 
offered to it, and for a time, at least, neglects 
them altogether, 


WHEN YOUTH IS MASTER. 

In every part of the Christian Church the 
cry is the same—youth, when it becomes its 
own master, tends to dispense with religious 
observance. Its sense of God is not strong 
enough to hold it to the practice of religion. 

While I think that it is right that youth 
should have its share in our elective offices, 
I do not think that vouth can reasonably 
ask—and it does not ask—for a major:ty of 
those offices. So long as human nature is 
constituted as it is, experience will be 
honoured more than untried enthusiasm. . At 
the same time, I observe a disposition, and 
I am glad to see it, to bring youth into our 
counctis, not merely in order to accord a 
recognition to which the younger element is 
entitled by its mere nambers, but in order 
to preserve continuity, so that trained suc- 
cessors may be found for those in whose 
hands at present lies the conduct of affairs. 

This is all to the good, and is a practical 


outcome of the Youth Movement of the last) 


few years. A much deeper question is in- 
volved, however, than election to Church 
offices, and that is: “Why is it so hard to 
hold youth to the regular observance of 
public worship?” 

There is the problem I want our yonth 
committees to tackle with all seriousness. 


PART FOR YOUTH TO PLAY. 

I believe the solution of the problem lies 
Jargely with youth. I want to see not merely 
vouth committees, but youth action. I want 
to see keen youth regarding it as its business 
to bring in slack youth. : 

The notion is much too widely afield that 
religion is an old people's affair. Youth has 
got to show that vouth which is in living 
touch with God is youth which gets far more 
out of life than youth which ignores God. 
God in His mercy receives souls which come 
to Him, however late in the day: but I 
cannot bring myself to believe that youth 
which has been lived with God and has 
passed into a manhood lived near to God, 
does not normally issue in a full-grown life, 
riper, more equvable, and more fairly rounded 
off than can be the case with one who has 
neglected the growing time of life’s spring 
and summer. 

The human life, on its spiritual as well as 
on its physical side, is an ordered growth 
There is a growth proper to youth, and a 
growth proper to manhood; and these stages 
cannot be missed without lasting loss. 


PSYCHOLOGICAL GULF. 

Now we have, thank God, many young 

ople who have held on to their spiritual 
ideals and practice, and it is they who have 
the key in their hands. Youth must speak 
to vouth. I am only too conscious of the 
peace! gulf which separates the young 
rom their elders, and youth must be attracted 
ad a who are on their own side of the 
gulf. 

I want our youth organisations to study 
this matter of youth action with the most 
serious care, and to ask ' What can youth 
do to hold youth to the Church!” 

Youth wants something to do, and here is 
something that youth alone can do. Let 
keen youth make the recapture of slack vouth 
forthe practising life of the Church its aim 
and study.

There.was little or nothing 
being done for the unemployed—nothing in

There might 
be room for discussion ‘as to whether they 
were as sorely stricken as other countriés, 
but whether their poverty Was less or more, 
relatively’ speaking, than elsewhere, ' certain 
it was that there was a very serious demand 
on public and private funds for relief and 
for charitable pur The number seeking 
relief in Dubhn grown so rapidly that 
the cost to the citizens had increa enor- 
mously, Yet it would seem that only. a very 
insufficient measure of assistance could be 
offered to a considerable number of those in 
want, and none at all to many whose claim 
to civic attention might be quite just. The 
duty of those to whom had been given the 
task of facing the problems that this wide- 
spread unemployment had raised was no light 
one. Those of them who sought to face it in 
a Christian spirit and in-accordahce: with: the 
teachings .of their Church, had the benefit of 
clear teaching as to their , duty. It; was 
most encouraging that they had had provided 


for their guidance in dealing with ‘these vital 
mattérs a sure doctrine by no less a teacher 
than the present Holy Father. i i 

‘In his éneyclical on “ The Social Order ”’' 
Pops Pius XI. said that the duty of rulers 
was to protect the community and its various 
elements, and,.,in protecting the rights of 
individuals they. must have special. regard for 
the infirm and needy. “' The rich,” says, 
“have many ways of shielding themselves, 
and stand less in need of help from the State; 
whereas the mass of the poor have no re- 
sources’ of their own to fall back upon, and 
ua chiefly depend upon the assistance of the 
tate.”’ ' 

On the State then devolved the duty of 
coming to the aid oí the infirm, the poor and 
the hungry. A Government which claimed to 
be inspired by Catholic teaching could not, 
stand idly by while tliousands of its-citizens 
were without employment, many of them and 
their families by reason of this fact, hungry, 
ill-housed and ill-clothed. To provide that 
employment, even though it be on useful and 
Ae sin! MY works, the imposition of extra 
taxation became necessary. Here a Govern- 
ment was faced with a difficulty of another 
kind. Whatever way mohey was _ raised, 
whether by taxes or rates or contributions 
from employers and employed, it was a charge 
on the national income. Every increase in 
taxation, “every contribution towards relief, 
lessened the national resources, and meant 
that the capacity of the countrv to deal 
effectively with unemployment had diminished. 
Whatever schemes were. adopted, care must 


Me taken-not. to intensify the burden of the 


rates to such a degree as woild increase 
rather than diminish the evil it. was sought to 
remove. Again, Governments had to remem- 


ber in this connection the teaching of Pope | 
IeogXIH/—that. ‘it is anlawfal for the State 


: o ir own and every: Govern- 

ent @urst be to strike at the roots of. 
do nothing which would , perpetuate it. : 
mplied a continual search for sound 
social pe wae and continual experiment. 
Here the voluntary social bodies could give 
great and sorely needed help to the State. 
Their methods are more flexible, more per- 
meated with sympathy than purely official 
agencies. ‘They’ could show how help could 
be given, and a.spirit. of thrifty indepen- 
dence kept alive. Kver one recognised that 


to destroy initiative and foresight, or, worse 
still, to destroy even the desire for work by 
giving help without demanding any effort on 
the part of the recipient was not a very wise 
method of relief; and yet for want of some 
better way local authorities were forced to 
rely largely on this method. The Govern- 
ment were alive to this aspect, and were mak- 
ing every. effort to forward schemes that 


would provide work,

»WORK OF THE BROTHERS. 

In the assembly of the brothers of St. 
Vincent de Paul. it was not necessary to 
answer the criticism of those who said the 

roblem was now too big for private effort. 

hey felt called to come to the help of those 
who needed them. But to help others wisely 
was not such a simple matter as some thought. 
The work was full of pitfalls, which could 
only be avoided by learning what others have 
done here and abroad in the past, and bene- 
fiting by their experience and by patience and 
persistence. That was where a Society such 
as that of St. Vincent de Paul could help the 
individual. It could bring to*him the. accn- 
mulated experience derived from years of 
effort and direct his enthusiasm’ to practical 
channels. ” 

There was no charitable organisation in 
existence that was more worthy of their most 
generous support. Dublin citizens. oí. all 
classes and shades of belief had recognised 
that in the past. Now that the need for 
heip was greater than ever, they would ‘not 
need much urging from him to continue the 
goód tradition. He was pleased to read the 
just tribute that was paid to the work of thé 
Society. by a speaker at the Protestant Church 
Confetence held in that building a couple ‘of 
weeks. ago. .The brothers of the St. V t 
de Paul Society were first in the field where 
suffering, was to be assuaged or the hungry 
to be fed. .The cost of administration, of their 
relief was nil.”

‘THE PRUSSIAN Coup 
D’ETAT. 


AMBIGUOUS DECISION orf 
SUPREME COURT. 
From. Revutcr’s CORRESPONDENT. 

LEIPZIG. Tuesday. 


The Leipzig Supreme Court’s verdict to. 
day on the German Government’s dispute 
with Prussia has, while giving satisfa 
tion to the Government, caused consider. 
able consternation in political circles 
behind the Government; for, although it 
justifies the latter on the main point of 
dispute, it finds that the deposed Ministers 
are still entitled to regard themselves as 
representatives of Prussia in the Federa 
Parliament. 

It is expected that the von Papen 
Government will endeavour to reach an 
amicable agreement with the men they 
deposed, requesting the latter voluntarily, 
to renounce the execution of their privileges 
as laid down by the Supreme Court; and 
it is also probable that an emergency 
decree will shortly be issued clearing up 
the constitutional problem left open by 
the Court’s somewhat ambiguous verdict. 

The dispute arose out of the interven- 
tion of the Reich in Prussia on July 20th 
when a decree signed by President von 
Hindenburg appointed Herr von Papen 
the German Chancellor, as Federal Com 
missioner of Prussia, thus subordinating 
Prussia to what was regarded as virtually 
| a dictatorship.
